To reali/.e fi.lly what 
this incident signifies it nnisl, he cs- 
plaineil tdiut Si^nor Nathan is nnt a 
Catholic and that be waa «t one tiron 
Grand Master of the Free Masons, 
The first of Mie wounded .spnt to the 
Vatk-an were rer-eiverl at the rail- 
road st.;ition by >[onsiifnor Misalelly. 
sent especiaHy by the I'ope. Some or' 
thptn were taken to the Nalicaii in 
pnbli<' <M>nvevanees, hut the mor.' 
grievously injured were carried mi 
atretohen hST Ib'd <'ross. They 
were reeeIrM at the Vatican pre<'iiict 
by t.he nursing Slstess. 

The Pone coiild not restrain his 
desire to bring them eonsolntion and 
sonpht them out. He passed throiifrh 
the llas-ilien of St. I'eter's over th • 
ar<'h (■onneetinir the liasilica With the 
hospital. Altlionifh he did not 
actually set foot on Itali.in lerrilorv 
he in reality went outside th.it area 
wtfiich, under the law, is p^njiritnleed 
and enjoys the right of extra .-terri- 
torially. The hoapltal, belonginjr to 
the Pone, stands on Italian trround. 

The Pope's entninoe into the hos- 
pital was the «ifrn for an outburst 
of omotion. not only on the part of 
the patients, hut even from l/hc ro|ie 
himself iind the members of his .suite. 
Many of those who were not frravelv 
wounded insisted on jumping out ot 
bed to kneel and kiss the Pontiff's 
hand. The Pope spoke con8oIlng[1y to 
eaeh unfortunate. He said ^bmt wince 
the earthquake he has lived only to 
think of theim and study >th<> *be»t 
means of helping tOiem. ^11 hi* 
prayers to the .\lmlghty bad im- 
ploreti mercy. <-lemenc\' ami power To 
undergo the terri^ble strain, risinij- up 
a^ain through the comfort of re- 
ligion. I 'i 
^^'ith full confidence in the gener- 
osity of the American people. Presi- 
denit Roosevelt did not hesitate In 
taking «»eps to afford relief to the 
Italian sufferers. The fast steanic'" 
Celtif w~,i'. loaderl with supplies worth 
fMWfion for Ihc fleet of .\merican 
bat'tleshi)is tbat is now en route 
home after a cruise around the 
wiorhl. Tiie President ordered the 
Celtic -to hurry to the scene of dis- 
aster with her stores. When Con- 
gress opened Monday after the mid- 
winter hoUilays President Tfoosevelt 
transnrittM a message to both the 
House and Senote. teltinir what }>>• 
had done and s^kinK- our national 
legislators ito 8|>f}rove his act. and to 
appropriate ihalfl a million dollars 
more for the It^yllan sufferers. Con- 
gress lost no time about it, Neitlier

The Knglash war office recognized 
the usefulness of tbe F'rench nmis in 
the hospitals of Constantinople an 1 
applied for Sisters. The entire coiu- 
muiiiiy in Ircl.md \ oliint ccred. hut 
Sister .Mary Alovsius was iinc of tin" 
little Uaiid clioscii. The nun- stai-ted 
from London on Deeember 'J. is.-ij, 
having been said farew-ell to by Dr. 
Manning, afterward the great Car- 
dinal. From Marseilles they sailed 
in an old French ship called the 
Fgv-iptus, "cranimed with cavalry for 
tbe seat of war," and had some very 
stiff weather in the Mediterranean, 
and for a time were in y-reat dauu'er. 
.\f .\tbens two Sisters of t harity 
visited them on lioard. One was 
Irish! "a ^reat and iine\pectcd 
pleasure."' 

M hist they reached their destina- 
tion, after a ninstt memorable and 
exciting vovnge. to find ilmt they 
were "not wanted at BcuUrl." The 
war office, it appears, had made n 
mistnke in sending out the party — 
"no room for them I" The French 
Sisters of ("li.irity. luiwever. made 
tliciii wi'lciiiiic. \t Icn^'tli the incoiii- 
pcierit war offiee a ii i In irit ips foiaid 
iiiiiin. and they lici;:m tlieir iioldc 
worli. .Sister Mary .\lo.\ siiis was sent 
to one of the cholera waids, .md sh » 
pives a most Meartrendint; deserip- 
Uon of wh»t she saw there. 

"The cholera was of the very worst 
type," ahe writes, "the attacked me" 
lasting only four or five hours." .Vini 
at laat doctors and all attendin.' 
"seemed to be gettinji- paraly/.ed. ami 
tbe orderlies indifferent as to lilc or 
death. .\n orderly officer tiiol< the 
rounds of tlie wards iwcry uiH:ht to 
fii'p thai all was riplit. lie was ex- 
pected by the or<lerlies. and thi- 
moment he raised the latch one cried 
out: '.VII right, Voiir Honor' M«tnv 
a time I said 'all wrong! ' " 

The little rolumne is full of inter' 
estlnp reminiscences. A Cntliolic 
soldier sent for the Sister. She told 
him she had w-orsp cases to lool: 
after he <li(l nut happen to he vet-y 
bad. "All I w.nit to know-, ma'am."" 
he s,-iid, "is. arc you one of mir own 
,Sisters of Mercy from Ireland'.'"' 
"Ves," I sii.id, "your very own." "(lod 
be prnised for tbati" was his reply. 

Sister Miary .\loy8lus was after- 
ward, with some others, sent to 
rtalaclava. where all the nursing, day 
and night, wos to he done by tlietn. 
Here they hntl sonic tcrrihle experi 
ences, mid she wn.ii : 

"In passing to the wards at iii-fht 
Wf ii-i'il tu inci't tlic rats in droves. 
They wiiiilil nut cmch mine out of our 
way. TJicy wi'ic tliere before ns ami 
were <letcrmined to keep puSNPssioM. 
.■\s for our own but, tlicy evidently 
w-anted to make it theirs, serapinp 
under the boards. Jumping up on the 
shelf where our lit-tle utensils were 
kept, rattling p\erythlny. One night 
dear Sister M. Pan la found one lick- 
ing her forehead ■- she had a real 
liorror of them. Sleep was out of 
(be question, llerp one of the nuns 
died ami was buried in the hills. 
Miss Nightingale attending.'- the 
funeral and .joinini'' in the prayers 
said by one of the tliree jiresent. 
.Another .Sister also died, and was 
grfiaitly honored liy the %vhoTp army, 
of all sections and c-rades. Finally 
flip survivors reached home after 
nearly two ypars of glorious devotion 
and self-sacrifice." Sisiter Mary 
Moysiiis, in l''*!). was jiresented liv 
(Jiieen \ictiiria with tlie decnra t ion 
iif tlie Itcd t russ and asl<ed to iro to 
WiiiiNnr to rccei\c it. Tint, in a ver.v 
iieautifiil letter, slie excused herself 
in not being able at her age to make 
the journey. 

The la.te Mother Mary Aloyslns 
was a member of the well known 
and highly respected Doyle famih. 
of OM Kili>u11en. County Kibbire. w li 
were long established in that distji< t. 
thoiiph nt the presimt time f<^w. il 
any. of tbe old wtoek resjd,. in iha' 
neighborhood. Two nephows of the 
venerable nun are residenis in the 
city of Dublin, the well known wine 
merchants, Messrs. J. J. Egan and 
Ti. J. Egan. A younger sister of the 
deceased. Mother Xavier, ia a mem- 
ber of the Order of Mercy at Oort. 
and t)wo of her nlf>ces are also in the 
same convent.
